The  Board  of  Public  Works,  at  its  regular  meeting  of  February  1959,  met 
with  Mrs.  Mary  Ashbaugh  (Lesh),  concerning  the  encroachment  upon  the  alley 
west  of  Spy  Run  Avenue  north  from  the  St.  Mary's  River.  Mrs.  Ashbaugh  is 
willing  to  dedicate  a portion  of  her  property  west  of  the  alley  to  com- 
pensate for  the  encroachment  upon  the  alley.  It  will  be  necessary  to  survey 
the  Ashbaugh  property  which  is  Lot  No.  5,  Bossier's  Addition  to  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne  in  order  to  determine  the  property  needed  to  open  the  alley  from 
the  St.  Mary's  River  north. 

It  is  noted  on  the  previous  survey  that  the  Ashbaughs  are  encroaching  upon 
City  Property  to  the  south  of  the  house  and  it  will  be  also  necessary  to 
survey  this  section.  The  City,  in  turn,  will  dedicate  the  encroachment  to 
the  Ashbaughs  (Lesh),  so  their  title  will  not  indicate  encroachment  on 
City  property.

I am  attaching  Mr.  Brown’s  report  on  this  subject  addressed  to  you  and  approved 
by  me. 

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  Mr.  Brown’s  letter,  I wish  to  add 
the  following  comments. 

The  alley  does  not  exist  south  of  the  southerly  line  of  Lot  No.  k in  Bossiers 
Addition,  except  out  in  the  river.  It  appears  to  me  that  if  any  alley  is  to 
be  opened  into  this  territory  it  should  be  properly  dedicated  across  lots  3 and 
^ in  that  Addition,  which  is  property  owned  by  the  City.  At  the  north  end  of 
this  alley  as  dedicated  there  is  no  outlet,  although  private  property  has  been 
used  for  ingress  and  egress  for  many  years.  It  appears  to  me  that  if  we  are 
to  compel  the  property  owners  of  Lot  5 in  Bossiers  Addition  to  remove  the  shed 
which  is  in  the  dedicated  alley,  We  must  also  compel  that  property  owner  to 
remove  portions  of  the  house  which  are  on  Lot  4.  We  would  certainly  not  be 
consistent  unless  we  also  condemned  right-of-way  for  the  alley  across  Lot  6 
in  Eliza  Bossier's  Subdivision.  This  property  is  owned  by  Alma  H.  Belot  and 
we  are  informed  that  she  is  not  interested  in  selling  any  part  of  this  land  or 
in  dedicating  property  for  alley  purposes.  It  is  my  recommendation  that  the 
northerly  end  of  this  alley  be  opened  by  dedication  or  other  appropriate  means 
and  that  the  southerly  end  of  the  alley  be  cleared  of  obstructions  and  a right- 
of-way  dedicated  across  lots  k and  5 as  indicated  on  Plat  No.  2 attached  hereto.

Plat  #1  shows  that  there  is  at  present  no  dedicated  outlet  for  the  alley  in 
question  although  a driveway  across  City  property  has  been  developed  (see  Plat  #2). 
Outlet  at  the  north  end  is  blocked  by  Lot  #6  whose  owner  appears  reluctant  to  sell 
or  vacate, and  the  south  end  has  been  absorbed  by  the  St.  Mary's  River. 

Plat  #2  shows  the  frame  house  and  attached  garage  encroaching  both  onto  City 
property  and  with  the  alley  effectually  blocking  the  same,  covering  all  but  3,2.  feet  of 
the  dedicated  12  feet.  It  also  shows  the  way  in  which  the  abutting  property 
owners  have  utilized  the  City  property  for  private  driveways. 

Recommendation -First,  that  the  owner  of  the  property  on  the  west  end  of  Lot  #5  be 
required  to  remove  their  encroachment  on  the  alley  and  the  City  property. 

The  required  grade  of  the  north  approach  to  the  new  Lafayette  Street  bridge  will 
require  that  any  outlet  of  this  alley  with  Spy  Run  be  placed  as  far  north  as  possible. 

Secondly  that  the  present  stone  and  cinder  driveway  be  removed  and  the  driveway  re- 
located as  shown.

We  have  received  conflicting  opinions  from  property  owners 
regarding  the  alley.  Also,  there  is  a question  concerning  the  easement 
from  this  alley  to  Spy  Run  Avenue.  Miss  Alma  Belot,  property  owner, 
questions  the  use  of  this  easement  for  a public  alley. 

Attached  is  information  we  received  from  Inspector,  William 
Karbach,  obtained  upon  interviewing  Miss  Belot.  Also  attached  is  a 
Thermo-Fax  copy  of  Mr.  Williams'  letter  to  the  Board,  on  behalf  of  his 
client,  Laverna  Bollenback,  and  a sketch  of  the  area  involved.

Some  months  ago  I called  to  the  attention  of  your  Board 
the  need  for  the  opening  of  the  Alley  lying  between  Lots  7> 
through  18  E.J.  Bossier’s  Addition  and  Bossier’s  Addition 
and  Bobilya  Sub.  running  from  the  Spy  Run  Avenue  bridge  north 
to  the  terminus  of  the  alley  at  the  property  of  one  Alma  Belot. 

My  client  and  other  property  owners  on  the  west  side  of 
Spy  Runr Avenue  have  need  for  the  opening  of  the  alley,  but  find 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ashbaugh  who  own  real  estate,  ( Lot  5 Bossiers 
Addition  ) have  for  a number  of  years  maintained  a garage  which 
encroaches  said  alley  about  three  to  four  feet,  and  they  refuse 
to  permit  entrance  to  the  alley  from  the  south  end  thereof. 

Due  to  the  nearly  completed  Spy  Run  bridge  the  problem  of 
owner’s  parking  on  the  west  side  of  Spy  Run  ave.  will  become 
greatly  enhenced  and  the  alley  should  be  cleared  of  obstruction 
to  permit  use  thereof  by  abutting  owners.  My  client  Laverne 
Bollenbach  owns  the  North  35  feet  of  Lot  7 and  is  now  without 
access  to  the  rear  of  his  lot. 

At  the  northerly  end  of  the  aL ley  one  Alma  Belot  owns 
a lot  which  runs  through  from  Spy  Run  Ave.  to  the  river  and  I 
feel  certain  she  will  grant  an  easement  to  enable  the  alley  to 
be  entered  from  one  end  and  used  through  to  the  atreet  lying 
north  of  her  property. 

The  City  of  Port  Wayne  owns  Lot  19  E.J.  Bossier’s  Sub. 
as  well  as  Lots  12  to  17  in  said  addition,  also  Lots  3 and  4 
in  Bossier’s  Addition,  and  there  is  presently  located  across 
lots  3 and  4 an  alley  or  entrance  to  said  alley,  and  the  loca- 
tion thereof  should  be  established  and  drawn  on  a plat  to 
definitely  fix  its  right  of  useage  by  the  public. 

I talked  this  matter  over  with  your  Board  this  A.M.  and 
now  submit  the  problem  in  writing  at  your  suggestion,  and  I 
urged  your  cooperation  in  resolving  this  matter,  as  the  power 
to  do  so  rest  in  your  Board,  as  I am  informed.
